“The rate s are the w eakest link in 
the parcel post system ,” declared Con­ 
gressm an David J. Lewis, of M ary­ 
land, when asked w hat he th ought cf 
the new postal service a fte r its firs* 
week of operation. 
‘The rates are too 
high,” he said. “Just think, it costs 35 
cents to carry an l l pound package 
from a 50 mile point into a city. 
The 
rate shouldn't lie more th an 15 cents. 
Most of the farm s which can supply 
the city consum er directly with p o - 
duce are beyond the local zone. 
There 
is only one th in g to do and th a t is to 
shave down the rates so traffic will 
move through the parcel post.”

Baker, c hairm an of th e bual ii ut direc­ 
tors of the F irst National Bauk oi New 
York, and described as a power in 
financial affairs second only to J. P.

W ashington, Jan. IO.— The naval re 
pair ship Panther, for whose sate;)’ 
fears were felt in some quarters, re 
ported ber arrival at Guantanam o. 
The naval tug Sonoma, which sailed 
from New York with the P an th e r on 
Thursday last, has also reached Guan­ 
tanam o. 
The P an th er was severely damaged 
by the heavy storm of Friday last, but 
her engines are intact and the crew is 
all right. Com m ander L. K. Bteigner 
and the other officers of th e crew told 
of heroism in battling with the gale, 
which entirely crippled the wireless 
apparatus and prevented com m unica­ 
tion with the shore. 
Secretary of the Navy Meyer direct­ 
ed that relatives of all the officers aud 
men on board he notified of the Pau- 
th e r’s safety. 
it is probable that the rapair ship 
will rem ain at G uantanam o for some 
tim e to undergo repairs. A complete 
reporuof the dam age to the ship is ex­ 
pected within the coming week. The 
P an th e r was the last governm ent ves 
se! to report to W ashington slur*© last 
Friday's storm, aud probably was the 
worst Injured of all. 
The Sonoma, under the command of 
Chief Boatswain Darrington, also re 
ported that she passed through the ter­ 
rific gale on Friday last and got out of 
touch with the Panther. 
Although the tug was almost swam p­ 
ed by huge waves, she escaped from 
the storm with little dam age to ber 
m achinery 
All her lifeboat* and su 
perstructure, however, were 
carried 
away and she was forced to limp into 
G uantanam o under half power. 
The 
Sonoma was not equipped with w ire 
less and therefore was unable to re 
port to any naval station along the 
coast.

Food Is Scarce In Adrianoplt and the 


Hospitals Are Overcrowded— Cannot 


Hold Out Much Longer. 


London, Jan. IO.—The Russian Black 
sea fleet was mobilized in preparation 
for the naval dem onstration projected 
by th e European powers in the event 
of it being found necessary to appear 
to coerce Turkey. 
If the dem onstration should be car­ 
ried out, the Russian vessels probably 
will appear in the Gulf of Inlada, on 
the Black sea, seventy-live miles to 
the 
northeast of 
Adrianople, while 
those of the other pow ers will ga. her 
in Besika bay, on the coast of Asia 
Minor, near the entrance to the Darda­ 
nelles. 
Such a dem onstration, it is believed, 
would m ake easier the Turkish gov­ 
ern m en t’s task of surrendering to the 
dem ands of the allies, as It could then 
plead coercion. 
The official Story of the recent m eet­ 
ing between General Havoff, the Bul­ 
garian com m ander In-chief, and Nazim 
Pasha, 
the 
Turkish 
com m anderln 
chief, says the T urks asked for au­ 
thorization to revictual the fortress of 
Adrianople. General Savoff replied that 
the m atter bad been settled by the a r­ 
mistice protocal. 
The T urks are said to have raised 
the question of the future possession 
of the fortress, but General Savoff d e 
d a re d that the peace delegates in Lon­ 
don would deal with that subject. 
Official news received by the Bul­ 
garian delegation describes the situa­ 
tion at Adrianople as desperate. Sev­ 
eral soldiers, who desert** I and suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the headquarters 
of the allies, say the town is in its 
last gasp. 
Provisions are so scarce 
that the military authorities trave re­ 
quisitioned all the food possessed e \en 
by private individuals, and are making 
only one distribution, compr sing a 
half ration daily. 
Conditions have been rendered much 
worse by the great num ber of tick, 
who overflew the hospitals, where the 
attendance is inadequate. 
Thus the 
death rate is very high. The Bulgar 
(ans have allowed medicines and Bed 
Cross workers to enter under the es 
( ort of a Bulgarian detachm ent. 
The com m ander of the fortress bas 
declared that he would rather see all 
die of starvation than surrender the 
town; that is why ail who can are en 
deavoring to escape. The Bulgarians 
believe that even 
independently ot 
any action the powers may take, the 
question of Adrianople soon will be 
solved. 
It is understood th a t Constantinople 
has s(*epted the views 
of 
Kechad 
Pasha, who recently asked to be au 
th o rn ed to reconvoke the conference, 
he being president for the next sit 
ting 
The difficulty now lies in the de 
term ination of the allies not to par 
ticlpate unless they are notified In ad 
Vance what Turkey intends to pro 
pose They do not wish to revive th* 
di» ussion of unacceptable terms, but 
desire to have It as a certainty that 
Turkey is ready to cede what bas been 
pronounced as the Irreducible mimi 
mum of the allies— Adrianople, alter 
which It will be possible to discuss the 
frontier line, which m ust leave that 
town in the hands of th e allies 
In other words, the allies do not 
wish lo play into T urkey's hands by 
ree n terin g the conference room with 
out a definite program which may lead 
to the definite conclusion of peace thB 
time. 
Before the m eeting the Turk** 
aud allies must have unofficially agreed 
to the main points of th e territorial 
clauses of the treaty, ao that official 
ratification of those agreem ent* can 
be bad in the conference
